with him : even the preſence of the Lord of Life ;; which;makes 
Slad the hearts of the uprighe which follow him in the regene- 
ration: For ſaith Dav:d,in the day of thy power thy people ſhall be a 
willing people ; So in the Light which from the life of Chriſt doch 
come, and up.co the life of Chriſt it leads albthat follow it : 1s 
the power in wwan, [but notiof man; It is the gifr-of God: unto 
iT.is man required to þe obedient : and whatever the Lord re- 
quires of man,-isa Croſs to man in the fall, and:contrary to 
the will of man : - So that I ſay and affirm in the-fear of God : 
we do not put.any on works, or duties; according; to the- firſt 
Covenant ; for life and ſalvation : for. by the deeds of the Law 
nofleſh ſhal! be iuſtifled. Bur a meaſure of Gods Light, Grace, 
and Spiric of truth being firſt given freely to every man: to it 
obedience 38 required, which, as I ſaid before, is a Croſs to, the 
will of: man : -through wiich-Croſs is the power of Cod felt., to 
the ſlaying of the enmity, and the cleanſing of the heart, where- 


by the faich of Gods Ele comes to be received, which warks 


by love in obedience to what the Lord requires; aud ſo by che 
ame 
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ſame power as Chriſt was raiſed ſrom the grave, cores the 
Creature to be quickened, even his mortall body , by the Spi- 
rit of Chriſt, that dwells :» 4:92, and fo comes to be changed to 
walk in newnels of Life : through obedience co the Life of God 
14 man , for Chriſt himſelflearned obedience in the days when 
he was manifeſt in fleſh. and being made perfe& through ſuffer: 
ings, became the author of eternall ſalyation to all them that 
obey him, Heb. 5. 8,9 and ſo to preſs the Creature to obedi- 
ence to the Light and Spirit'of Life and Truth within,ic is not 
againſt Chriſt, nor contrary to the Scripeure, nor a ſecting 
man to work for Life : but toworkin obedience to the Lite 
received, isaccoiding to the doftrine of Chypt : and is the be- 
Sinning of the ground work of ſalvation.

hope, that in nothing 1 ſhall be aſhamed : but that with .all boldneſs 
as always(take notice of that) ſo «cw alſo,Chrift (hall be magnified 
in my "ap apormn And there is not any one thing in all the whole 
Scripture more clear to be proved, then the magnifying of 
Chriſt, the Law, Light, and Spirit of Truth 9947. 

And as for the firſt Riſe of us ( which ſcorners call Ouakers ) 
which S. . faich — was in Londen about the year 47 
—— —]t is no more true; then his charging of us 
t hat the magnifying of the Light within, ſtands in oppoſition to C hriſt 
and the Scripture —: But as for the eternall power of the Lord 
God of hoits, which in righteouſneſs hath been revealed, and 
made manifeſt amohigſt us : more then hath been of late ages, 
through the long night of Apoſtacy ; by which proud fleſh 
hath exceedingly quaked and trembled, that. was not firſt in 
London ( as.S.W. dreameth )butin the North of Exglard, as 
many faithful witneſſes, can teſtifie if required; and the firſt that 
ever was known to give us that name of Oakers(a5 I heard outof 
the mouth of a true & faithfull witneſs of the Lord) wasaperſecu- 
ting Juſtice, in Darby Shire, Gervas Bexnet ; ( as I remember ) 
about the year 1652. yet the. power of the Lord was witneſſed, 
before that time, amongſt our.friends in the North; Yer thar 
was not the firlt riſe of the Quakers or Quaking which S.. 
ſaith was 1» L»»dox,which plainly manifeſteth co all che Children 
of Light ; that Captain Wade isno Miniſter of Chriſt? neicher 
following him in the regeneration : for they that follow Chriſt, 
in their mouths is found no guile ( ark that ) neither do they 
ſpeak a lye, for quaking was thouſands of Fears before that : 
For ſaith 1ſes, ſo dreadfull was thy preſence that I did exceedingly 
quake and tremble, Heb. 12.21. And Iſaac, which was before Mo- 
ſes hundreds ( if not thouſands) of zears,- did witneſs quaking 
or. trembling , for when he, heard the voice of Eſas, the cun- 
ning Hunter; he exceedingly trembled,  Gex 27.

Yea ſomtimes, God knows I lie nor, were it not for giving 
and offending his holy Spirit, for the oppreſſed ſeed ſake,thar 
it might ariſe amongk you, to'praiſe the Lord, I could even 
bow down amongſt you, when the Lord hath ſent me amongſt 
you; but knowing the terrors of the Lord, and having felt his 
Righteous Judgements, and bore the Indignation of his wrath, 
dare not doit, but have many times ſtood bearing a heavy 
burden, a witneſs for the Lord againſt you. For Tſrael in che 
days of old, bowing to the Sacrifices of the Gods of Baal, the 
Anger ofthe Lord was therefore kindled againſt them, and 
Moſes (aid unto the Judges of /ſrac/,that the fierce anger of the 
Lord mighc be taken away, {lay ye, ſaith ſes, every one his 
menthat were 7oined to Baalpeer, Numb. 25. 1, to the 6. 
and therefore as I ſaid before, a day of filence, ſhall ye Baptiſts 
and all profeſſors of the earth know, that make mention of the 
name of the Lord but in the unrighteouſneſs which is fin.

And 
aS you, and all people on the face of the earth, come to wait on 
the Lord in the way of his Judgements, you will ſenfibly come, 
truly andgladly to ſay, blefſed be he that comes in the Truth, 
andinthe name of the Eord, for he keepeth the feet of his 
Saints ( mark that ) but the wicked ſhall be filent in darkneſs: 
and David ſaid, Let the'wicked lips be put to ſilence, (mark and 
take notice ye that deſpiſe the Light, and ſpeak proudly againſt 
the Lighr, and Spirit of God in man, to be the Rule and Guide 
of Life, &c; ) That ſpeaketh proudly, grievous things,contem - 
ptuouſly againſt rhe Righteous, P/al. 31, 17.
